Telling his story in simple conyer- 
sational style and illustrating his 
impression with a revealing recital 


of characteristic incidents, Mr. Mr- 


Laughlin recorded that, after one 
year; nine months and seventeen days 
hie and Mrs. McLaughlin got out of 
Russia on March 17, last. 

‘*And suddenly we came to know 
why they. celebrate St. Patrick’s 
Day,’’ he said, amid laughter. 

Engaged by the Soviet government 
to assist in development of two cop- 
per mines about 1200 miles north- 
east of Moscow, he spoke of the 
venture as one that might succeed 
here, but never there, under existing 
conditions and methods, and this min- 
ing venture was characteristic of Sov- 
iet experience in many other fields, 
he said. 

Under the five-year plan the two 
mines had been planned to produce 
10,000 tons of refined copper in 1931. 
Later, with no reference to progress 
or possibilities,-this quota was in- 
creased to 14,000 tons. The total out- 
put while he was there was 600 tons. 

There was an up-to-date machine 
shop, as fine as any in British Col- 
umbia or Canada. But in all that shop

He was in Moscow. on the day thiat 
the Soviet official? papers. announced 
that forty-cight had. been executed 
for stealing, but saw of heard noth- 
ing and could learn nothing. He was 
inclined ito disbelieve thiese announce- 
ments and thought they were design- 
ed to create fear of the government 
and promote zeal for its programme. 
Ruesia has been called by some ‘‘the 
worker’s paradise,’’ but he had nev- 
er been in a place where people cared 
20 little about their ‘neighbors or 
their misfortunes. Usually they 
laugh at the other’s troubles, per- 
haps because wey knew dn their bit- 
terness that there was nothing they 
could do about it, 

“If people were treated here as 
they are in Russia,’ we would have 
a revolution in five minutes and ev- 
ery five minutes,’’ Mr. McLaughlin 
declared.

and with the mass of the people now confronted with the obligation of pay- 
ing those debts they so cheerfully contracted only a few short years ago.— 
because of these things any person who may now sound a note of courage. 
who declares that the depression is, after all, only temporary in character, 
that business will revive, workers again be employed, good crops and better 
prices come, and prosperity be again established, is laughed at as a hopeless 
optimist, a dreamer of dreams, or he is derided as an upholder of Capitalism, 
one who is incapable of learning anything, who is opposed to advancing and 
improyement in methods, and who lacks all sympathy with those.who are 
suffering at the present time. In a word, it is the person who now looks to 
the future with hope and courage that is regarded almost as lacking in 
patriotism. 


This swinging from one extreme to another is characteristic of people.

the governments they themselves forced into the taking of such actions. 
People individually and"collectively can be protected and safeguarded to 
some extent from making mistakes, but they cannot“be prevented from 
making them. Once made they must pay the price of their mistakes. 
Nobody and nothing can save them from the obligation to pay. 


So it is that at the present time, when masses of the people refuse to see 
any light ahead, any hope for the future, and are obsessed with the idea 
that the present depress’on is not a temporary, an abnormal condition, but 
that it has become chronic and will remain as a permanent condition unless 
everything is torn up by the roots and a new start. made all over again, 
policies are being advocated and demands made in the light of existing diffi- 
culties as if they were, in truth and fact, a permanently established condi- 
tion. ‘ 


Such an assumption is false, and policies grounded in a false assump- | 
tion can have but one result,—the making of disastrous blunders if effect is | 


manently remdin so. Problems calling for solution are many and great, but 
they are not insoluble. Changes are necessary, but they are being made 
every day; always have been and always will be because this is an ever- 
changing world. Reforms of many kinds are called for, and they, too, are 
being effected. Changed conditions create the necessity for reforms, They 
have always been effected. There are periods in the world’s history when 
the cause of reform seems to lag, almost stop, but it never stops. 
movement is ever onward and the direction is ever upward, 


Facing the danger of being termed an optimistic crank, we have no 
hesitation,in saying..that, the _present condition is not a permanent condition, 
not a. one. ‘We go further and say that for peupte to Pegara use 
existing condition 8 4 hormal condition, and to adopt policies based on such 
a false assumption, would be just about the greatest blunder they could 
possibly make. They would find out, when it was too late, that they had 
made a mistake greater and more serious in its results than those other 
mistakes which have landed the world in its present state.

African Negroes 
‘Returning to England from a 


re 


lengthy study of the pygmy race in 
equatorial Africa, Father Louis She- 
besta, noted Austrian missionary, be- 
lieves this tiny race will disappear 
entirely. 

According to Father Shebesta, there 
are not more than 20,000 pure pyg- 
mies left in Central Africa and these, 
together with semi-pygmies called 
Batshwas, totalling some 50,000 in- 
habit a territory covering some 100,- 
000 square miles limited by the Ituri, 
Lenda and Lindi rivers and distri- 
buted among some 333 tribes. 
Little by little, he says, these 
dwarf tribes have come under the 
dependency of negro tribes with 
whom they exchange game against 
cereals, fruits and arms. 

The negro has come to look upon 
the pygmy as an inferior race and 
as slaves, Father Shebesta says. 
Also the meeting with the negro and 
subsequently the wh.te man has ren- 
dered the pygmy familiar with al- 
cohol and infectious diseases, 

Nothing short of governmental or 
private inititative is able, in the 
opinion of Father Shebesta, to halt 
the downward trend of the dwarf 
races, which science and civilization 
are equally interested in preserving.

Papers’in London printed pictures 
of an Ngyptian mummified cat 
guarded by a customs officer; which 
hag been held up at Croydon pending 
proof it is more than 100 years old,.

The Cairo agent who sent the 
mummy alleges it is the most perfect 
specimen ever taken from an Egyp- 
tian tomb, and it is, at least -2,000 
years old.

Bookmaker Instaéhuy Solves Erobléui 
Which Took Professor Six Hours 
The university mathematics profes- 

sor is fast, and clever at figures, of 

course, but it takes a bookmaker for 
real speed. 

A reporter at Louisville, Kentucky, 
querying at random, asked: ‘What 
are the odds if a cutter wagers to 
turn an ace, jack or deuce in three 
cuts of a 52-card deck? Many an- 
swers were given, ranging from 9 to 
4 in favor to 13 to 9 against. 

A Louisville university mathematics 
professor said 9 to 4. Several hours 
later he submitted a 600-word an- 
swer showing the odds at 1,197 to 
1,000. 

The city editor of the newspaper 
employing the reporter telephoned a 
bookmaker. “Hold the phone a min- 
ute,” he said. “Then in a flash re- 
plied “1,197 to 1,000.” 

“Naw, it wasn’t hard,” the book- 
maker said. “We figure odds like 
that a dozen times an hour.”

Lord Rothchild’s Specimens Number- 
ing 280,000 Given To Museum 

Gathered by Lord Rothschild a bird 
collection of 280,000 specimens, con- 
sidered the most famous in the world, 
has been presented to the American 
Museum of Natural History by Mrs.

Haters has provided Great Britain 
with a new kind of bulwark, a grass 
known to botanists as Spartini Town- 
sendil. 

With its aid it is hoped to reclaim 
large tracts of land on the coasts 
which have been “filched” by the sea. 

Extensive experiments have ‘re- 
cently been carried out with it, with 
the object of stopping erosion on the 
Essex coast, and the results have been 
highly successful. 

James Bryce, of the Institute of 
Agriculture, Chelmsford, who has di- 
rected the experiments, told a report- 
er among the places where the grass 
has been planted tre Hadleigh, on the 
Thames, Goldhanger, on the Black- 
water, and Manningtree, on the Stour. 

“The grass,” he said, “was found 
originally in Southampton Water. 

Apparently it is a hybrid, pro- 
duced accidentally. It is partly Bri- 
tish and partly American—the Ameri- 
can part having’ been, no. doubt, car- 
ried over here by chance in shipping. 

“It is very hardy, grows sturdy in 
sea water, and in the mass presents 
& very effectual barrier against waves 
and tidal actions. It will not grow in 
sand, preferring mud or clay. In its 


| growth it binds the soil together, and 


catches other soil deposited by the 
tides. Thus it builds up the land. In 
some places in Holland it has raised 
the land level five or six feet in 10 
years.” 

Mr. Bryce mentioned that the grass 
would be extremely useful in reclaim- 
ing; land on the Solway, Humber, 
Wash, and Severn, and also round the 
Isle of Wight. 


British Kip Leather 
Is Now Exempted From the Exchange 
Dump Duty 

As a first-step in implementing the 
Anglo-Canadian trade agreement, 
which provides that the Canadian 
Government shall remove the special 
dump duties against British imports 
@ soon as possible the national 
revenue department has issued an 
order exempting’ British kip leather 
from the exchange dump duty.

Aviators and mountain climbers 
who ascend to great heights suffer 
some pectlliar-physical and mental ef- 
fects, according to Dr. Schneider. In 
many casés they act in every way like 
alcoholic drunkards, 

Dr. Schneider said that during the 
world war aviators, far above the 
earth, would often wave to enemy 
fliers instead of attempting to shoot 
them down. 

Lack of oxygen in the atmosphere 
at high altitudes is responsible for its 
peculiar effects, Dr. Schneider said. 
Headaches are usually the first no- 
ticeable effects of the rarefied atmos- 
phere. 

Using huge tanks, from which the 
air has been pumped, Dr. Schneider 
has been able to create artifictat con- 
ditions similar to those found at great 
he'ghts, He has found that there are 
two types of persons affected by alti- 
tude—fainters and non-fainters, Lack 
of oxygen affects the lower brain cen- 
tres of the fainters and the higher 
brain centres of the non-fainters, ac- 
cording to Dr. Schneider’s experi- 
ments, 

In high altitudes, Dr. Schne’ der has 
found, the body releases oxygen and 
alkylosis develops in the system. This 
gives the body an increased oxygen- 
carrying capacity. 

One of the most striking effects of 
high altitude noted by. Dr. Schneider 
was the impairment of mental ‘facul- 
ties. During the war aviators were 
often known to make two exposures 
on one plate while photographing. 
Unaware of this, they would later 
blame the camera. 

Dr. Schneider is professor of bi- 
ology at Wesleyan University. His 
interest in the effects of altitude on 
human beings dates from the time 
he served as a member of the Colo- 
rado College faculty at Colorado 
Springs, in the shadow of Pike's 
Peak, from 1903 to 1919. He was 
psychologist at the government school 
of aviation medical department at 
Mitchell field from 1919 to 1926.

Full Flight Before Mastering 
Art of Landing 
It may seem rather like putting 
the cart before’ the horse that the 
pupil in flying is tatight thorough-y 
how to handle a machine in full 
flight before he even knows how. to 
take off or to land, writes Mr. Alan 
Warwick, in Pearson's Magazine. 
The point is, of course, that at sev- 
eral thousand feet in the air errors 
of control cain be made more or less 
with impunity. There is ample time 
for the pupil to correct them or, if he 
gets himself tied up into knots, the 
instructor can straighten things out. 

Landing a machine, or taking-off, | 
on the other hand, gives no such al- | 
titude. The machine is very near the | 
hard, hard ground. Wherefore, both 
these phases of flying an aeroplane— 
more particularly the landing—call 
for a precision of judgment that the 
pupil obviously cannot possess until 
he has become thoroughly familiar 
with the controls, a familiarity he 
only acquires in mid-air.

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With the establishment of a small 
herd of twenty-five wapiti (commonly 
known ‘as elk) from Buffalo National 
Park, Alberta, in'the Pembroke Crown 
Gamo Présérve near Petawawa, On- 
taro, attention is directed to another 
interesting experifnent in prescirving 
our big ganie. Canada’s efforts to 
restore the elk ‘to thelr former tum- 
bers as one of thé principal big 
gamé animals of the Dominion is 
another important chapter in the h's- 
tory of Wild life conservation. The 
saving of the buffalo from extinction, 
the protection and propagation of the 
ante.ope, and the sanctuary given 
other species of our native wild life 
by the establishment of national 
parks and other gamé reserves is pre- 
serving for future generations the 
wild life resources’ of this ‘country. 

The department of the inté.tor’s 
Success with the elk is a repetition of 
its achievements in other lines of 
wild l.fe conservation. The twenty- 
five animals— five miales and twenty 
females placed in the Ontario gov- 
ernment’s preserve near Petawawa 
Were drawn from a herd of over 900 
in Buffalo National Park, Albecta, 
administered by the National Parks 
of Canada, depart ment of the interior. 
The nucleus of that herd was a band 
of about half a dozen which, with a 
few deer andymoose, were found en- 
closed in the park after the erection 
of the many miles of fence required 
to enclose the area in preparation for 
the reception of the Michel Pablo 
herd of buffalo. The following year 
seven more elk were added to the 
Frecrene band, which in the meantime 
had shown a natural increase of four. 

In their new sutroundings at Wain- 
wright, aided by the protection which 
is given all wild life in these nattonal 
reserves, the elk increased in a 
gratifying manner. By 1918 there 
were over 100 head in the park, while 
five years later this number had risen 
to almost 300. Buffalo park now 
contains a herd of elk numbering over 
900, in addition to over 6,000 buffa!o, 
2,500 mule deer, and numerous other 
species of mammalian wild life, 

A small outlet for surplus stock is 
provided by the loan or gift to con- 


| Servation socicties or governments of 
j one or more individuals of these 
species, contingent upon suitable 


areas for their introduction having 
been secured. The Pembroke Reserve, 
located in the county of Renfrew, 
Ontario, was created by the govern- 
| ment of Ontario as a bird, fish, and 
game sanctuary and contains an area 
of about 360 acres completely sur- 
| rounded by.a strong wire fence. 

The wapiti or elk was once the 
most widely distributed of the deer 
family in North America but in com- 
; mon with many other species of big 
game it has suffered the inevitable 
result of territorial development and 
improvident killing. Thousand of 
these handsome animals were slain 
merely for the sake of their teeth, 
which were used for purposes of 
adornment. The range of the elk at 
one time occupied the greater part of 
|the central region of the North 
American continent, including the 
southern parts of Ontario and Que- 
bec, but today only scattered herds 
exist outside the national parks of 
Canada and the United States.

Colors Of War Service Ribbon Seen 
On Column 

While Staff-Sergt. A. Grinham and 

a detail of men were working at the 
_cenotaph in Dominion Square ‘at Mon- 
treal, they witnessed a curious phe- 
nomenon, 

A wreath. placed on the ledge above 
the first plinth the: day before had 
slowly accumulated snow until it was 
almost covered. Then it began to 
rain. The colors of the leaves and 
flowers of the wreath ran and soon 
a broad band of color developed. Yel- 
low, red and green in vivid contrast 
against the snow-white stone merged 
with each other and the column, ac- 
cording to Sergeant~Grinham, was 
the veritable semblance of the general 
service ribbon of the great war.

Trees For Prairie Farms 


Vikings Were Short Lived 


Died Between Ages Of Thirty And 
Forty, Says Professor 

Vikings who settled in Greenland 
centuries ago were senile and worn 
out at 40, is the belief of Professor 
F. C. C. Hansen, leading Danish 
anatomist. 

He is now dissecting the frozen 
remains of vikings brought back to 
Denmark by the Noerlund expedition 
to southeastern Greenland. They 
indicate the mien were probably of 
stocky build, but mot very tall and 
that they died between ages of 30 
and 40 years. They suffered greatly 
from gout and rheumatism, the pro- 
fessor believes.

Illiteracy In Canada Vanishing 


Over 92 Per Cent. Of Population Over 

Five Years Of Age Can Either — 

Read Or Write 

It is disclosed by the official census 
of Canada taken in 1931 that illiter- 
acy in the Dominion has almost 
reached the vanishing point. Accord- 
ing to the census 92.84 per cent. of 
the population of Canada over five 
years of age could either read or 
write. This was an increase of 2.34 
per. cent. in literacy from 1921 to 
1931. 

Students enrolled in Canadian 
schools in 1981 numbered 2,542,747 
with an average daily attendance of 
1,722,556. With a population of only 
slightly over ten millions, these ¢ig- 
ures indicate that practically one- 
quarter of the population was at- 
tending school or universities. In 
1931 there were 84,208 tethers in 
the Dominion. if 

Higher education in Canada is made 
available at a nominal cost to all. 
There are 17 universities in the Do- 
minion and several colleges and other 
smaller educational institutions. The 
number of pupils attending universi- 
ties and colleges in Canada last year 
totalled 41,168.

Landlocked. Salmon Te Be Liberated 
In Streams Which Head To 
the Sea 


If the fry of landlocked sockeye 


salmon are liberated in streams which 
lead to sea will they go out to salt 
water and then return in due course 
to reproduce normal sea sockeye? 


Canadian scientists are studying 


this question out in British Columbia 
and should they find an affirmative 
answer it would be possible to in- 
crease greatly the commercial sock- 
eye production, for egga of the land- 


lockedssalmon, or *‘kokance” or “red- 


fish” as it is generally known, are ob- 
tainable in .abundance in different 
Pacific coast. areas. For. the. present, 
however, the investigators carrying 
on the work express no opinion as to 
its probable results. 


Previous study has shown that 


sockeye which have been transformed 
by some chance into a landlocked fish 
will reproduce their kind but their 
kind is a small, stunted fish of, say, 


only six or eight inches in length. 


But will the rule work the other way? 
Or, to phrase the question differently, 
will young kokanee go to sea if given 
the chance. and then, when they have 
come to maturity, reproduce sockeye 
such as are born from the ndymal sea 
runs? 


It’s a question of importance, for 


kokanee themselves are of practically 
no commercial value but success in 
the present experiment would make 
them worth a good deal, indirectly, 
since the sockeye salmon of the sea 
is one of the most valuable Canadian 
fish. ,
